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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James Baker on July 6, 2004. 

The abstract has been amended as follows so that it does not exceed 150 words: 
An electric motor actuated stop/check valve for industrial us e such as liquid pumping 
systems whi c h has a controlled opening and closing rate when liquid flow in a forward direction 
but closes quickly upon reverse flow of liquid with no action from the electric motor actuator. A 
valve disc having an elongated disc stem contacts a valve seat when in a closed position to stop 
liquid flow. Actuation of the valve is by an electric motor which provides movement to an 
actuator rod which contacts the disc stem. The disc stem and the actuator rod are not connected 
which allows the valve disc and the disc stem free movement, by action of the momentarily 
back-flowing liquid, to a back-flow preventing closed position when liquid forward flow is 
reversed. No action by the electric motor required. A spring biasing the valve disc toward the 
closed position and a hydraulically operated valve closing-speed regulator reduces or eliminates 
slamming of the valve disc against the valve seat. In a pr e f e rred method of op e rati on liquid 
surge pressure transients arc reduced eliminat e d and slamming of valv e compon e nts is 
prevented. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the prior art (e.g. US Patent Number 4,364,541) discloses similar electric motor 
actuated stop and self-closing check valves having extended and retracted positions, the prior art 
of record does not disclose or suggest that the limitations of claim 1 part F) ii) a) and b) are met 
at all selectable retracted positions without further action by the electric motor, in combination 
with the other recited limitations.
